During  the  1999-2tl()lt  academic  year,  1,375  students  completed  degree 
requirements  at  the  College.  These  included  1 70  graduates  from  the 
School  of  Law,  over  500  master's  degree  graduates,  and  approximately 
700  undergraduates  from  the  Schools  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  Business, 
and  Engineering.

Home-based  businesses  operat- 
ed by  spouses  are  one  of  the 
fastest  growing  seginents  of 
the  entrepreneurial  move- 
ment. But  working  with  your 
spouse  isn't  always  the  healthiest  work  sit- 
uation for  your  marriage.  Before  a  couple 
draws  up  a  business  plan,  the)'  need  to  take 
stock  of  their  relationship  skills  and  clearly 
define  their  business  roles. 

Dr.  Dennis  Kolodziejski,  licensed 
psychologist  and  professor  of  psycholo- 
g)'  at  Western  New  England  College, 
offers  this  advice  for  couples  consider- 
ing a  business  partnership. 

"Married  partners  need  to  have  good 
tlindamental  communication  skills  and 
copmg  mechanisms  to  handle  stress.  Each 
should  be  able  to  both  listen  and  assert 
themselves.  In  decision-making,  the  cou- 
ple needs  to  demonstrate  respect  for  each 
other's  concerns,  feelings,  and  positions 
and  be  able  to  keep  emotions  under  con- 
trol. Most  importandy,  they  should  truly 
enjoy  each  other's  company." 

Partners  in  business  and  partners  in 
life,  Joseph  and  Susan  (Scibelli)  Audette 
of  Belchertown,  MA,  have  taken  such 
advice  to  heart.The  rvvo  have  been  part- 
ners in  Copv-write  Data  Services,  a  med- 
ical transcription  company,  since  1993. 

Although  the  Audettes  attended 
Western  New  England  College  at  the 
same  time  in  the  early  eighties,  their 
paths  never  crossed  until  they  both 
began  their  careers  at  United  Technolo- 
gies Diesel  Systems  of  Springfield.  Susan 
Audette  had  been  a  commuter  and  stud- 
ied marketing  at  the  School  of  Business, 
receiving  a  B.S.  in  1982.  Joseph  Audette 
had  majored  in  industrial  engineering 
and  graduated  in  1984.  Within  a  year  of 
their  meeting,  the  couple  was  married 
and  mapping  out  a  life  together  with  a 
home-based  business  in  their  master  plan. 

After  the  birth  of  their  second  child. 
Sue  took  a  part-time  job  doing  medical

On  May  21,2000,  Ellen  Galinsky,  author  of  Ask  the  Children:  What  America's  Children  Really 
Think  About  Working  Parents,  and  president  and  cofounder  of  the  Families  and  Work 
Institute,  addressed  graduates  at  the  Off-Campus  and  Graduate  Commencement 
Ceremony.  She  advised  the  audience  to  view  their  personal  and  professional  lives 
as  something  to  be  navigated,  not  balanced.  She  cautioned,  "Balancing  implies  an 
either-or  situation — a  scale  where  one  side  of  the  scale  is  up,  the  other  side  is  down." 

For  dual-career  couples,  navigating  life's  journey  together  can  be  challenging  and 
rewarding.  Negotiating  two  careers,  child  rearing,  and,  most  importantly,  a  healthy 
marriage,  is  no  easy  task  for  couples  short  on  time,  leisure,  and  that  most  precious 
commodity — sleep.  Yet,  many  Western  New  England  College  married  alumni  are  doing 
just  that — having  learned  the  all-important  lesson  that  successfully  navigating  through 
uncharted  waters  takes  both  partners  paddling  in  the  same  direction. 

Here's  how  two  Western  New  England  College  alumni  couples  have  found  success 
at  home  and  at  work.

The  couple's  first  big  success  was  land- 
ing regional  offices  of  Kaiser  Permanente, 
bearing  out  several  large  comperitors  with 
their  personalized  service  and  Sue's 
straight-forward  marketing  savvy.  Joe's 
contriburion  included  a  revolurionary 
billing  strategN'.  proposing  pavment  based 
on  character  count  o\'er  the  tradirional 
line  count  method.  It  has  become  a  stan- 
dard practice  today. 

Copv^vTite  Data  Service's  client  roster 
now  includes  over  75  doctors  and  other 
professionals.  Sue  runs  the  day-to-day 
operations  of  the  business,  overseeing  an 
assistant,  several  subcontractors,  customer 
service,  and  marketing.  Joe,  who  is  also 
employed  full-rime  as  an  automarion 


engineer  with  the  Danaher  Tool  Group, 
steers  the  finances  and  handles  the  tech- 
nical aspects.  He  developed  two  propri- 
etary computer  transcription  systems 
that  sav'ed  the  company  tens  of  thou- 
sands of  dollars. 

Both  partners  agree  the  division  of 
labor  has  been  key  to  their  success. "Never, 
ever  mix  tasks.  Each  person  needs  to  have 
his  or  her  own  ta.sks."  advises  Joe. 

However,  communication  is  constant 
and  consistent.  "I  call  her  at  12:30  every 
day  to  discuss  the  business."  says  Joe. 

Conflict  Resolution  Comes  Home 

The  partnership  is  not  without  its  con- 
flicts. Growth  has  been  a  prime  area  of 
contention.  Joe  enjoys  his  career  at 
Danaher  and  the  benefits  that  come 
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Joseph  and  Susan  Audette  with  their  children,  Nicholas,  14,  and  Simone,  10. 


with  it,  yet  he  would  like  to  see  Copy- 
write  Data  Services  expand.  "At  one 
point,  we  had  nearly  100  clients.  Sue  has 
been  very  concerned  that  she  wouldn't 
be  able  to  maintain  the  workload  efiec- 
tively  unless  I  was  here  all  the  time  to 
help  her  out.  I  don't  want  to  leave 
Danaher,  so  we're  limiting  our  growth." 

When  asked  how  they  resolve  business 
conflicts,  Joe  said,  "The  marriage  always 
has  to  come  first.  What  we  want  isn't  as 
important  as  the  reason  we  want  it.  So  we 
have  to  reach  a  compromise." 

Handling  the  daily  operations  of  a 
business  often  requiring  a  24-hour  turn- 
around keeps  Sue  under  constant  pres- 
sure. "Sometimes  it  seems  like  all  you  do 


is  work  and  you  question  'Is  this  worth 
it?'  And  I'm  sometimes  resentful  of  the 
fact  that  he  gets  three  weeks  off  with  ben- 
efits." Indeed,  vacation  time  is  a  luxury 
that  Sue  is  now  only  beginning  to  enjoy. 

In  Pursuit  of  Quality  Time 

Contrary  to  the  popular  misconception, 
home-based  businesses  are  not  synony- 
mous with  unlimited  family  or  personal 
time.  While  Sue  is  home  for  the  chil- 
dren after  school,  she  is  not  always  avail- 
able to  them.  "I  do  a  lot  of  that  'waving 
thing'  to  them  when  I'm  on  the  phone." 
She  laughs. The  Audettes,  who  relied  on 
outside  childcare  for  their  second  child. 


also  advise  others  against  trying  to 
multi-task  childcare  and  home-based 
work.  Joe  warns,  "Trying  to  watch  small 
children  and  run  your  own  business 
doesn't  work."  With  Sue  adding,  "You 
can't  watch  kids  with  a  headset  on." 

In  their  off  hours,  the  couple  tries 
hard  to  make  time  for  their  children, 
ages  fourteen  and  ten;  each  other;  and 
themselves,  "We're  very  close,  so  we 
prefer  to  spend  our  free  time  together," 
says  Joe,  "But  remember,"  adds  Sue, 
"We're  not  together  all  day  long.  If  we 
were,  it  would  be  a  different  story." 

The  Audettes  are  very  active  in  their 
community.  Joe  is  a  member  of  the 
Knights  of  Columbus,  Sue  has  recently 
joined  a  bell-ringers  choir,  and  together 
they  donate  time  and  money  to  church,

civic,  and  school  organizations.  The 
Audettes  have  even  served  as  engage- 
ment encounter  instructors  for  their 
church,  advising  other  couples  on  how 
to  build  successful  relationships. 

Reflecting  on  the  benefits  of  their 
working  partnership.  Sue  said,  "It's  kept 
me  at  home  for  the  children;  it's  helping 
us  build  an  education  fund  for  them — 
those  are  the  biggest  perks.  And  its 
makes  me  feel  really  good  that  we're 
employing  people  who  would  find  it 
difficult  to  gain  employment  if  they 
couldn't  work  at  home." 

Joe  concluded,  "It's  difficult  to  com- 
partmentalize the  areas  of  your  life.  You 
have  to  be  very  disciplined.  And  some- 
times the  business  invades  your  private 
life — you  just  can't  walk  away.  At  the 
end  of  the  day,  we  are  the  owners."

According  to  a  stuciy  by  the 
Families  and  Work  Insti- 
tute, from  1977  to  1997, 
the  number  of  dual-career 
couples  with  children  grew 
from  49  to  67  percent.  Dr.  Dennis 
Kolodziejski  of  the  Western  New  Eng- 
land College  Psychology  Department  sees  that  change  as  a 
positive  one  providing  greater  career  freedom  for  both  spous- 
es and  reshaping  the  role  of  fathers  in  our  societ\'.  "In  the  six- 
ties, many  men  of  the  babyboom  generation  saw  the  change 
coming  and  were  active  in  the  Women's  Movement.  The  by- 
product of  that  today  is  that  younger  men  are  able  to  experi- 
ence what  it's  like  to  participate  in  activities  from  changing 
diapers  to  coaching  their  daughter's  basketball  team,  some- 
thing the  structure  of  the  male-ciominated  workplace  of  pre- 
vious generations  didn't  allow  time  for." 

Indeed,  equity  in  everything  is  the  secret  behind  the 
dynamic  duo  known  as  Bruce  and  Lisa  Bachmann  of  West- 
field,  MA.  Both  the  Bachmann's  careers  are  soaring  with  no 
limitations  in  sight;  Bruce  is  a  project  leader  for  i2  Technolo- 
gies, Lisa  is  senior  vice  president  of  Planning  and  Allocation 
for  Ames  Department  Stores.  Their  success  at  home  and  the 
office  is  based  on  a  mutual  respect  and  a  genuine  belief  in  sup- 
porting one  another's  dreams. 

High  school  sweethearts,  the  Bachmann's  journeyed 
together  from  Westfield  High  School  to  Western  New  Eng- 
land College  where  both  earned  undergraduate  and  graduate 
degrees.  Bruce  arrived  at  the  College  first,  originally  intend- 
ing to  transfer  to  a  larger  industrial  engineering  program  in  his 
junior  year.  He  found  he  liked  the  program  here  so  much  that 
he  not  only  stayed  to  earn  his  IE  degree,  but  returned  a  few 
years  later  to  pursue  his  MBA. 

Lisa  (DeUa  Guistina)  Bachmann  was  looking  for  a  local 
school  that  offered  both  a  strong  accounting  program  and  the 
opportunity  to  play  softball  and  basketball.  After  speaking  with 
the  College's  athletic  director,  Lisa  decided  to  join  Bruce  here 
in  1979.  She  earned  a  B.S.  from  the  School  of  Business  in  1983. 

After  six  years  of  courtship,  the  Bachmann's  were  married 
that  same  year.  Lisa  enrolled  in  the  Evening  MBA  Program  the 
following  fall,  Bruce  joined  her  after  a  two-year  product 
inventory  management  certification  program.  Lisa  said, "We've 
made  conscious  decisions  all  along  the  way.  Even  when  we 
were  undergraduates,  we  both  knew  we'd  be  going  back  for 
our  MBAs,  it  definitely  was  a  part  of  our  goals."

Balancing  Books,  Business,  and  Babies 

Also  included  in  their  master  plan  was  a  family  which  the 
Bachmanns  began  in  1987.  At  the  time  of  their  daughter's 
birth,  Lisa  was  working  as  an  accountant  for  Casual  Corner  of 
Enfield,  CT,  and  Bruce  was  working  for  a  company  that  devel- 
oped television  stations.  Both  were  enrolled  in  the  College's 
Evening  MBA  Program.  Those  busy  early  years  of  their  mar- 
riage set  the  stage  for  the  flexibility  that  would  be  needed  as 
their  careers  progressed.  Lisa  recalled,  "We've  never  had  any 
firm  roles  or  responsibilities,  we  just  traded  oft'.  I  might  need 
to  study  one  night  so  Bruce  did  the  dishes  and  put  the  baby 
to  bed  or  visa  versa." 

With  the  support  of  their  partner,  the  Bachmann's  careers 
have  steadily  accelerated.  While  studying  for  her  MBA,  Lisa  left 
the  financial  area  of  Casual  Corner  for  the  merchandise  plan- 
ning and  allocation  side  of  the  retail  industry.  "The  decision  for 
me  to  move  to  that  type  of  career  path  over  accounting  was 
driven  by  my  desire  to  make  the  business  happen  over  report- 
ing on  it.  1  really  wanted  to  be  on  the  frondine,"  she  said.  Since 
1997,  Lisa  has  been  doing  just  that  for  Ames  Department  Stores 
where  she  serves  as  a  senior  vice  president. 

Lisa's  post  at  Ames  has  often  required  long  hours  on  top  of 
an  hour-long  commute  to  Rocky  Hill,  CT,  and  overnight 
travel  several  times  a  month.  She  credits  Bruce's  more  pre- 
dictable schedule  at  the  time  with  enabling  her  to  spend  more 
hours  away  fi"om  home.  "I  have  often  said  to  Bruce,  we  would 
have  had  to  make  compromises  and  done  things  differently  if 
I  didn't  have  his  support  and  knew  that  he  had  everything  in 
check  at  home." 

For  most  of  their  marriage,  Bruce  worked  as  manager  ot 
manufacturing  planning  for  LEGO  Systems,  a  company  he 
characterized  as  being  "family-fi-iendly."  The  security  offered  by 
the  position  was  one  factor  that  kept  the  couple  fi-om  relocat- 
ing closer  to  Lisa's  job.  Their  local  support  system  was  the  other. 
"Dual-career  couples  need  a  good  support  system. The  support 
we  had  in  the  area — our  family,  fi-iends,  and  neighbors,  was  very 
important  to  us.  It  takes  a  long  rime  to  develop  that,  so  I  opted 
to  continue  to  commute  rather  than  relocate,"  said  Lisa. 
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A  Study  in  Compromise 

With  each  transition  m  their  careers,  the  Bachmann's  have  had 
to  reassess  their  childcare  options  for  their  daughter  Ashley,  now 
13,  and  son  Nicholas,  age  7.  As  a  project  manager  for  the  12 
Technologies  based  in  Dallas,  TX,  Bruce  will  be  travelling  four 
days  a  week  and  working  from  home  on  the  fifth.  With  Lisa's 
travel  schedule,  they  have  made  the  decision  to  hire  a  live-in 
childcare  provider. 

Says  Lisa,  "It  was  a  great  opportunity  for  Bruce,  but  we  also 
had  to  weigh  what  the  impact  on  the  family  would  be  with  him 
travelling.  Now,  1  feel  it  is  my  turn  to  give  back  to  him.  I'm  will- 
ing to  make  the  compromises.  Compromise  is 
a  continuous  thing  that  we  take  day-by-day." 

Bruce  is  excited  about  his  new  posirion 
which  he  began  this  May.  "i2  is  a  major  player 
in  the  business-to-business  software  market, 
dealing  with  anyone  from  Amazon.com  to 
Home  Depot  to  Ford.  The  position  offers  a 
combination  of  greater  ftimre  potential,  very 
cutting  edge  technology,  and  the  ideal  situation 
of  being  able  to  work  from  home,"  he  said. 


the  weekends  are  yours.'  Lisa's  employer  has  been  equally 
supportive,"  said  Bruce. 

When  asked  how  their  dual-career  marriage  compares  with 
those  of  their  friends'  and  peers'  Bruce  remarked,  "Among 
them  there  is  usually  a  dominant  career  and  that's  how  they've 
chosen  to  balance  things."  While  Lisa  added, "In  the  model  that 
Bruce  and  I  have,  he  had  much  more  opportunity  to  be 
involved  with  the  children.  When  he  was  at  LEGO  and  had 
more  flexibility  than  I  did,  there  were  many  more  times  when 
he  was  at  the  children's  science  fairs  than  I  was.  Perhaps  20  years 
ago,  the  woman  would  have  been  the  one  there."

Competition  is  a  non-issue  for  the  Bachmanns  who  main- 
tain and  all-for-one,  one-for-all  attitude  when  it  comes  to 
professional  success.  Bruce  summarized  what  has  made  their 
relationship  work  so  well  in  enabling  them  to  grow  as  indi- 
viduals and  as  a  couple,  by  saying,  "Our  success  is  due  to  treat- 
ing our  careers  with  equal  importance  and  treating  each  other 
with  respect  in  regard  to  balancing  things.

Men's  Basketball 

Despite  losing  a  tough  79-77  decision 
to  Amherst  College  in  the  first  round  of 
the  NCAA  Division  III  Tournament, 
the  Western  New  England  College 
men's  basketball  team  came  full  circle 
durmg  the  1999-2000.  Winnmg  just 
two  games  two  years  ago,  the  Golden 
Bears  roared  to  a  22-6  record  this  season 
and  won  the  championship  in  the  Great 
Northeast  Athletic  Conference. 

The  Golden  Bears  also  ran  away 
with  all  the  post-season  honors  in  the 
Great  Northeast  Athletic  Conference.

WNEC,  which  was  making  just  its 
second  NCAA  Tournament  appearance, 
showed  it  belonged  among  the  New 
England  elite  in  the  NCAA  playoffs 
with  Its  performance.  The  Lord  Jeffs  of 
Amherst  hit  seven  of  their  first  nine 
shots  and  jumped  out  to  a  quick  29-14 
lead  on  the  Golden  Bears.  WNEC 
began  to  chip  away  and  trailed  by  just 
three  at  the  intermission,  42-39. 

After  a  quick  6-0  run  by  Amherst  to 
start  the  second  halfWNEC  battled  back 
to  eventually  tie  the  game  at  61-61  on  a 
pair  of  free  throws  by  sophomore  center 
ANDYTHORNTON  (Chicopee,  MA). 

WNEC  took  its  first  lead  of  the 
game  at  72-71  with  two  free  throws  by 
Eric  Stewart  with  4:45  to  play.  A  minute 
later  Hugh  Quattlebaum  banked  in  a 
layup  to  give  Amherst  a  75-74  lead  and 
the  Lord  Jeffs  would  not  trail  the  rest  of 
the  way. 

The  Golden  Bears  had  two  opportu- 
nities to  win  the  game  in  the  closing  sec- 
onds. Trailing  by  two  with  :12  left,  the 
Golden  Bears  turned  the  ball  over  and 
were  forced  to  foul  Amherst's  Steve  Zieja 
when  he  picked  up  the  loose  ball. WNEC 
would  have  one  more  opportunity  when 
Zieja  missed  both  fi-ee  throws  with  :04 
left.  O'Connor  ripped  down  the  rebound 
and  dribbled  the  to  the  length  of  the 
floor.

The  Golden  Bears 
quahfied  for  the  Great  Northeast  Ath- 
letic Conference  tournament,  losing  a 
first-round  game  to  Emmanuel  College. 

Junior  guard  ERIN  MARINO  (Wester- 
ly, RI)  had  the  best  year  of  her  career, 
averaging  16.7  points  a  game.  She  also 
became  the  eighth  player  in  school  his- 
tory to  score  1000  career  points.  Erin 
also  led  the  team  in  steals  and  was  sec- 
ond on  the  team  in  assists.  Sophomore 
JOYCE  NEILSON  (Salisbury  CT)  led  the 
team  in  assists,  while  averaging  nine 
points  per  game. 

The  story  of  the  season  was  the  emer- 
gence of  three  freshmen  that  should  put 
the  program  on  solid  footing  for  years  to 
come.  LINDSEY  BLACK  (Bernardston, 
MA)  was  second  on  the  team  in  scoring 
at  13.1  points  per  game  and  was  second 
in  rebounding.  JAMIE  CARNEY  (Orleans, 
MA)  led  the  Golden  Bears  on  the 
boards,  averaging  9.7  per  contest.  ALEXIS 
FIBBLE  (CornweU,  NY)  came  on  strong 
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at  the  end  of  the  season,  moving  into  the 
starting  hneup  by  years  end. 

Ice  Hockey 

The  ice  hockey  team  had  its  best  season 
in  six  years,  posting  1 1  wins  and  quah- 
f\-ing  for  the  EC  AC  Northeast  Playoffs. 
The  Golden  Bears  lost  a  tough  5-4 
decision  to  Fitchburg  State  in  the  first 
round  of  the  tournament,  but  showed 
that  the  program  had  turned  a  corner 
and  had  returned  to  the  top  ranks  of 
Division  III  hockey  in  New  England.

MA)  was  the  lone  Gold- 
en Bear  named  to  the  ECAC  All-Star 
team,  after  finishing  the  season  with  29 
points.  Junior  goalie  NATE  STOCKTON 
(Wey-mouth.  MA)  made  a  good  team  on 
defense  with  Whittier.  finishing  with  a 
4.29  goals  against  average. 

Women's  Swimming 

The  women's  swimming  team  finished 
the  season  with  a  6-9  record  for  second- 
year  coach  Ben  Bump.

Senior  MEGAN  DEL  VECCHIO  (Wood- 
bridge,  CT)  lead  the  team  in  scoring 
with  3 1  goals  and  1 1  assists.  Senior 
DANIELLE  VALENTE  (West  Haven,  CT) 
was  next  with  38  goals  and  three  assists, 
and  sophomore  JOYCE  NEILSON  (Salis- 
bury, CT)  had  28  goals  and  1 1  assists. 
Neilson  was  named  to  the  New  England 
Women's  Lacrosse  Alliance  (NEWLA) 
All-Southern  Division  All-Star  Team  at 
the  conclusion  of  the  season. 

The  catalyst  for  the  team  down  the 
stretch  and  in  the  NEWLA  playoffs  was 
freshman  CHRISTIE  PFISTER  (E  Green- 
bush,  NY).  Christie  had  an  incredible 
showing  in  WNEC's  16-10  win  over 
Salve  Regina  in  the  first  round  of  the 
NEWLA  playoffs,  scoring  five  goals  and 
adding  three  assists. 

Junior  goaUe  KATHLEEN  REED  (Cam- 
bridge, NY)  was  one  of  the  top  goalies 
in  NEWLA  all  year,  and  was  ranked 
fourth  nationally.

WNEC 
finished  as  runner  up  in  the  GNAC  this 
season,  losing  to  SutTolk  University  2- 1 
in  the  final  game. 

Kyle  finished  with  an  8-4  record  and  a 
league-leacfing  1.32  earned  run  average. 
He  struck  out  93  batters  in  82  innings  of 
work.  He  pitched  two  complete  games 
in  three  days  in  the  GNAC  Tournament. 
He  pitched  a  4-0  shutout  against  Emer- 
son in  the  first  round  on  Friday,  and  lost 
the  2-1  decision  to  Suffolk  in  the  final 
while  striking  out  12  batters. 

Jolicoeur,  the  shortstop,  finished  with 
the  top  batting  average  for  the  Golden 
Bears  this  season,  hitting  an  impressive

Softball

Sophomore  JENI  PERNAA  (Ashby, 
MA)  was  named  the  team's  Most  Valu- 
able Player  this  season,  leading  the  team 
in  hitting  with  a  .388  batting  average. 
She  was  also  perfect  on  the  mound  with 


a  5-0  record  and  a  1.75  earned  run  aver- 
age.

The 
information  he  brought  back  with  him 
has  helped  the  Admissions  Office  with 
their  recruitment  efforts,  for  they  will 
follow  up  with  every  inquiry  he  sent 
back  with  phone  calls  and  more  infor- 
mation specific  to  each  student's  needs. 

Like  so  many  of  our  Alumni-in- 
Admissions  volunteers.  Bill  Walker  has 
represented  his  alma  mater  at  a  college 
fair,  helping  to  increase  the  awareness 
of  Western  New  England  College  in 
places  where  our  Admissions  staff  can- 
not easily  recruit.  At  these  fairs,  high 
school  students  collect  information  on 
any  number  of  colleges  and  ask  ques- 
tions of  the  representatives.  Sometimes, 
a  not-so-shy  student  may  be  engaged 
in  a  friendly  conversation,  allowing  our 


alumni  to  share  their 
positive  experiences 
of  their  time  at  West- 
ern New  England 
College.  This  personal 
attention  often  sparks 
even  greater  interest 
in  the  College,  for  it 
reflects  the  same  per- 
sonal approach  staff 
and  faculty  use  with  students  when 
they  set  foot  on  campus. 

"I  visited  the  campus  in  1991  for 
my  30th  reunion,"  stated  Walker.  "A 
fellow  alumnus.  Hank  Marois  G'71, 
suggested  I  get  involved  with  the 
Alumni-in-Admissions  program.  I 
thought  about  it.  Later  that  year,  I  was 
asked  to  join  him  at  this  fair.  He 
trained  me  on  site.  The  rest  is  history." 

Bill  Walker  is  retiring  from  the 
Alumni-in-Admissions  program  this 
year.  We  thank  him  and  all  of  our  vol- 
unteers for  their  time  and  dedication 
helping  us  to  increase  the  awareness  of 
Western  New  England  College  and  the
